7 very like to this is the Furious, and diſorderly Jeal of 
our Sectaries, and wild Entbufialtts ; who under a faiſe Pre- 
rence of higher Illumination and Inſpiration, Have greatly 
diſturbed the Peace, and Happineſs of this Church, and 
Kingdom, and the good Laws and Gever: ment of both; 
and by their eager, and fierce Contenticns about Relig on, 
have endangered the Loſs of all. Theſe extravagant H. ats, 
and Tranſports in matters of Religion, are the exceſs of 
Zeal, and one of the Extreams, the great miſchief u hereof 
15 too viſible to need laying open. 

But it were well, if ſome Men did not offend as much 
in the defect, as others in the exceſs of Zeal, and that the 
Evilof the one, were not as dangerous as the Miſchief of 
the other, Bur alas! The Miſeries of both are too appa- 
rent to be either denied or diſguiſed. For is nor ſome Mens 
indifferency in Religion, and careleſſneſs about t, as m ch 
hort of True Zeal, as other's fierce Paſſion, and 
wild extravagant Enthrſiaſms are beyond it? And is not 
„ere of theſe two often he Cauſe, or Occaſicn of the e- 
ber? Doth not Religion ſuffer as much, by the lewcneſs, 
and want of Sobriety in ſome Mens Lives, 2s by the 
mrdinate Zeal and unneceſſary Rigours of others? And is 
not Atheiſm the plain conſequence of the open looſeneſs of 
the one, as the falſe and pretended Strictneſs of the otter ? 
Of both theſe our unhappy Age affords us but too many 
nſtances z which ſhould teach us to avoid both 
theſe Rocks, and to ſtear our courſe ſteadily between 
the fury cf ſome Mens Zeal, and the Scandal of other 
Mens profanieneſs. 

(2.) Another Error of Zeal is, when tis void of Know- 
ledge, or acts contrary to it. This the Scripture ftiles 4 
Blind Zeal; which leads Men into many Extravagancies: 
and this in a great meaſure is owing , either to the Ig- 
norance, or Subtilty of Falſe Teachers, who ſeek to 
work on the Paſſions of Men, without rightly informing their 
Judgments: By which means, they are taught eagerly to 
contend for, or againſt things, without underſtanding ei- 
ther the Goodneſs, or Badneſs of either. If you ob- 
ſerve it, you ſhall find thoſe the greateſt Fealots who are 
he moſt Jgnorant: Like Andaly/a Lighting in the Dark, 
ind contending for they know not what nor why : St.

And therefore to be Fealous for a 
Party, and hot in promoting Faction, Diviſion, or Schiſm, 
js 0 emplcy it im a very bad thing: To favour a wrong 
Cauſe, and diſgountenance a good one, are both equal- 
y abeminable in the fight of God; and he tha: is 
Zeclour, and Warm in either is clearly our of the way, 
and can ncver Judge Righteous Judgment. To ſpend our 
Feal in encourag ng Fattion and Schiſm, and promoting 
o ſor er, and d ſturbance in the world, is to put one cf 
the bett tkengs to the worſt uſes. And therefore we com- 
monly find Zea! compared to Fire, which as no Ele- 
ment is wore uſefall and reviving, whilit it keeps 
within 11s due bounds and place; fo none is more 
pernicious and deſtructive, when cnce refuſing conũne- 
ment, it breaks forth, invades the Houſe top, and 
ſpreads it ſelf about the adjacent Places. Which ſhews, 
what great care ought 10 be taken that our Jeal be 
guided with Krowledge , and placed upon right Ob- 
Ms; ſuch as may nor only materially, bur in a'l irs 
Circumſtances, be found Good.
